Scranton, Pa., May 27 (By A. P.). 
Sixty-three men, trapped in the 
Mount Lookout colliery of the 
Temple Anthracite Coal Co., at 
Wyoming, near here, were saved 
from death by suffocation today by 
the quick wit and courage of 
}Thomas Hislop, assistant foreman. 

The fire broke out near the 
mouth of the shaft. Hislop im- 
mediately went below.

Pathos and humor marked yes-

Received at White House. 


The roval couple went almost 
immediately to the White House, 
there to be received most gracious- 
ly by the President and Mrs. Cool- 
idge, to whom they paid their re- 
epects. 

In no city other than Washing- 
ton could the profound significance 
of this visit have been more deeply 
felt. But for the man in whose 
memory they will unveil tomorrow 
in Potomac park a monument ex- 
pressive of a nation’s gratitude, 
there might have been no United 
States to visit. 

John Ericsson's little Monitor 
made the Union supreme at sea 
at a moment when the Confederate 
ironclad Merrimac had introduced 
into the war between the States a 
factor which might have turned the 
scale of victory to the South. In 
the waters at the mouth of the 
river upon which Washington to- 
day stands, in the words of the 
prince the most beautiful city he 
has ever seen, was fought, through 
the genius of the Swedish inventor, 
a battle which not only helped to 
save the Union but which revolu- 
tionized the navies of the entire 
worid. 

Many princes and potentates have 
visited Washington in the past, but 
none have received a more cordial or 
more sympathetic welcome than that 
accorded the prince, who bears in 
this modern generation an immortal 
name in the history of Europe. 

Other Visits Recalled. 


Some of those who raised their 
hats to the Crown Prince and Prin- 
cess of Sweden yesterday remember- 
ed the visit of Dom Pedro, Emperor 
of Brazil; of Kala-Kauna, the King 
of the Sandwich Islands, of the 
Grand Duke Alexis, of Russia, and 
many recalled the welcome accord- 
ed in Roosevelt's time to Prince 
Henry The city has opened her hos- 
pitable doors to the Prince of 
Wales, who afterward became King 
Edward VII, and to the present 
Prince of Wales, and the King and 
Queen of the Belgians. To this nota- 
ble and celebrated list Washine- 
ton was glad to add so distinguished 
an addition. 


3,000 Cheer Visitors. 


The crown prince and his entour- 
age were given a vociferous wel- 
come at Union station. The Army 


band of 90 pieces played the Swed- 
ish national anthem and a squadron 
of cavalrymen sat rigidly at atten- — 
tion with drawn sabers. Mean- 
while two-score cameramen turned 
their lenses on the royal pair and 
a crowd of 3,000 persons began to 
cheer. 

Altogether it probably was one 
of the most eventful days in the 
crown prince’s career, The wel- 
come accorded him here was, in 
many respects, a repetition of the 
one he received on his arrival ia 
gh Eaton earlier in ths day.

Reiterating Belief in De- 
fendant's Innocence. 


4 showdown in the case of Ziang 
Sun Wan will come within the “‘next 
few weeks.”’ 

Maj. Peyton Gordon, 
cuting attorney, stated 
that within such a period he will 
announce definitely whether he will 
try Wan for the fourth time or 
dismiss the case. 


Maj. Gordon delivered his state- 
ment before Justice Adolph Hoeh- 
ling, after Wilton J. Lambert, chief 
counsel for Wan, had made a formal 
motion that the case be dismissed. 

Wan, who has been in the District 
jail for more than seven years on a 
charge of killing Ben Sen Wu, one 
of the victims of the Chinese triple 
murder of 1919, was not brought 
to the courtroom for yesterday’s 
proceedings. 

The tense atmosphere that 
pervaded the courtroom during 
Wan’s three trials was absent yes- 
terday, and only a handful of spec- 
tators was prsent. 

The impression among the spec- 
tators was that there was little 
likehood of a fourth trial. 


Exoneration Asked. 


Mr. Lambert reminded the court 
that the jury in Wan’s second tria 
stood 10 to 2 for acquittal and that 
the jury in the last trial stood 9 to 
3 for an acquittal. He then sub- 
mitted affidavits sworn to by the 19 
jurors for acquittal, in which they 
reiterated their faith in Wan’s in- 
nocence and asked that he be given 
his liberty and exonerated. 

Maj. Gordon, in answer to Mr 
Lambert’s plea, said: 

“I do not know whether or not 
this case ever will be tried again. 
I have had it under consideration 
since the end of the last trial, and 
I have discussed it with my supe- 
rior officers. I will take it up with 
them again in the next few days, 
and within the next few weeks I 
will ask that the case be nolle 
prossed or tried at the October 
term of the court.’”’ 

An immediate trial was impossi- 
ble, Maj. Gordon said, and he ex- 
pressed the opinion that Wan’s con- 
stitutional rights entitled him to 
bail. The question of bail was dis- 
cussed by the two attorneys and 
Justice Hoehling. Mr. Lambert 
told Justice Hoehling that virtual- 
ly all the money Wan had earned 
through his pie concession at the 
jail had been exausted, and he said 
he didn’t think the Chinese could af- 
ford more than a_ $2,500 bond. 
Justice Hoehling took the question 
of bond under advisement. 


Affidavit of Juror. 


Follows an affidavit sworn to by 
one of the jurors in the last trial 
of Wan. It is typical of all the affi- 
davits. 

“TI, Jesse B. Mealy, residing at 
1827 Twelfth street northwest, be- 
ing first duly sworn on oath, depose 
and say that I was one of the jurors 
in the trial of the case of United 
States vs. Ziang Sung Wan, which 
was started on the twelfth day of 
April, 1926, and concluded on the 
twelfth day of May, 1926. The case 
was submitted to the jury the after- 
noon of Wednesday, May 12, and 
deliberations of the jury continued 
until about 10 o’clock the night of 
Thursday, May 13. When the jury 
first retired, after selecting their 
foreman, Mr. Albrecht, a ballot was 
taken and the result was 10 to 2 
in favor of acquittal. From that 
time on other ballots were taken 
and at one time the ballot showed 
nine for acquittal, two for convic- 
tion and one for second degree. 

“From that time until the final 
discharge of the jury numbers of 
ballots were had and much argu- 
ment was indulged in among the 
jury, with the result that at no time 
were there more than three votes for 
conviction and never less than nine 
for acquittal. At no time was there 
ever but one vote cast for second 
degree and at no time was an offer 
ever made of an agreement by any- 
body to vote for second degree other 
than the individual vote which is 
above referred to. From the begin- 
ning to the end of the balloting, 
Jurors Ward and Pollard stood for 
conviction and afflant voted contin- 
uously for acquittal. 


Believes Wan Innocent.

The statement of Minister of the 
Interior Pejada, of Mexico, that the 
recent entry into Mexico of Arch- 
bishop George J. Caruana, apostolic 
delegate to that country, was ille- 
&al was characterized as a deliber- 
ate ‘‘misrepresentation of the truth”’ 
by Archbishop Caruana, who ar- 
rived here last night. 

Senor Tejada stated that the com- 
ment of American newspapers indi- 
cated they were ignorant of the 
facts in the case. A month before 
the prelate entered Mexico, he said, 
the Mexican government had issued 
immigration regulations prohibiting 
any foreign priest entering the 
country. The reply of the arch- 
bishop was as follows: 

“T was greatly surprised to see 
in the evening papers another glar- 
ing instance of the misrepresenta- 
tion—I use a mild word——employed 
by the officials of the Mexican gov- 
ernment concerning my entry into 
Mexico. 

“I entered Mexico on March 4, as 
the official record shows. The regula- 
tion to which Mr. Tejada refers was 
drawn up by the Mexican govern- 
ment March 13, and even then was 
kept secret until April 19. Mr. Te- 
jada knows well the date on this 
He himself issued it.”’

MOTHERS PENSION

Gilbert save city Is Paying Agreement Is Reached, How- 


Terminal Company’s 
Light Bill. 


ADDITIONAL ASSISTANT

Sergt. Smith Charges Attor- 
ney’s Office Seeks to 
Protect Criminals. 


The District's ‘‘sorry plight’’ in 
court contests with public utilities 
and corporations was paraded be- 
fore the House District subcommit- 
tee last night. 

Representative Gilbert, Kentucky, 
and Blanton, of Texas, questioned 
Corporation Counsel Stephens con- 
cerning the tax claims the District 
has against the Washington Termi- 
nal. company, the Baltimore & Ohio 
Railroad and local utilities, and 
which have been kept in litigation 
for as long as fourteen years. Mr. 
Gilbert made known that he was not 
critical of the corporation counsel’s 
office, as it could not be expected 
to cope with the array of utility 
lawyers, but the situation certainly 
presented a bad picture to him, he 
said. 

He developed that not only has 
the District not been able to enforce 
its tax claims against the terminal 
company, but has been ‘paying its 
light bill for the last five or six 
years.’’ Mr. Gilbert said it was a 
poor commentary on local affairs 
and one which would not appeal to 
the citizen who seemed to be easily 
forced to pay his full due of taxes. 


Asks Congress Aid. 


Mr. Stephens agreed that it was 
a situation that did not appeal to 
his sense of justice. He recom- 
mended legislation that would re- 
move any statute of limitations on 
claims affecting utilities and that 
would give his office recourse to all 
equitable and common law reme- 
dies. He also asked for an addi- 
tional assistant to handle eminent 
domain cases. 

Mr. Blanton cited 10 cases in 
which the corporation counsel has 
given up all hope and dropped. 

Several cases have prospects of 
being compromised this summer, 
Mr. Stephens said, but Mr. Gilbert 
said it was his suggestion that tax 
claims not be compromised. 

‘“‘These corporations either owe 
the money or they don’t,” said Mr. 
Gilbert. “If they owe it they 
should be required to pay every 
cent.’’ It is not similar to litiga- 
tion between two individuals in 
which they agree to compromise, 
Mr. Gilbert pointed out. 

Mr. Gilbert asked the corpora- 
tion counsel if the commissioners 
ever showed any interest in the 
prosecution of the claims, their 
progress and the like. The cor- 
poration counsel replied in the 
negative, saying the matters were 
left entirely to him. The litigated 
claims involve approximately 
$1,000,000. 

Representative Gibson. 
of the subcommittee, questioned 
Monie Sanger, assistant adminis- 
trative head of St. Elizabeth’s insti- 
tution, regarding the expenditures 
for coal. 

Mr. Gilbert asked Mr. Stephens 
if the fact that he held office at the 
pleasure of Commissioner Rudolph 
would have influenced him in his 
opinion that the commissioner’s 
business connections were not in 
violation of law. 

Mr. Stephens said one, of course, 
liked to feel that stich influences 
would not enter into a matter of 
that kind. 

The committee is to meet again 
tomorrow night. 

The district attorney's office is 
more interested in ‘‘seeking protec- 
tion for criminals than in the en- 
forcement of the law,” Sergeant 
Milton D. Smith, of the traffic bu- 
reau, testified. 


Accuses Attorney's Office. 


Sergt. Smith said the bureau has 
no cooperation from the district at- 
torney’s office and recommended 
that traffic prosecution be centered 
in the corporation counsel’s office. 
He cited the case of Benjamin 
Chesavoir, whose record he cited 
as a bootlegger and generally bad 
character. He was arrested May 11 
for driving without a permit, Smith 
said. He sought a warrant at the 
district attorney's office with a view 
to having Chesavoir’s permit re- 
voked. Al Stearns, assistant dis- 
trict attorney, would not give him 
an ear, he said, and another assist- 
ant whom he sought would not issue 
the warrant. As a result the bu- 
reau had to go to the corporation 
counsel’s office and charge Chesa- 
voir with the less serious offense 
of failing to show permit. 

That night, he said, Chesavoir’s 
car with a load of liquor turned 
over on the road, and Chesavoir is 
now in a serious condition in Cas- 
ualty hospital.

New M Street Bridge Voted;

After a protracted discussion last 
night, during which considerable 
opposition developed, the Senate 
temporarily laid aside the House 
bill to amend the District of Co- 
lumbia traffic act and the mothers’ 
pension pill. Subsequently an 
agreement was reached to vote on 
the pension measure Tuesday after 


morning business has been con- 
cluded. The House Dill relating to 
the jurisdiction of the juvenile 
court also met with opposition and 
went over. 

Local measures receiving favor- 
able and final action provided for 
construction of a bridge to replace 
the M street structure over Rock 
creek at a cost of $250,000; im- 
provement of administrative condi- 
tions for the assessment of prop- 
erty and the collection of taxes; 
amendment of existing law relating 
to the method of drawing grand 
juries; and changing the title of 
the American Social Science asso- 
ciation to ‘‘National Institute of 
Social Science.”’ 


Changes in Pension Bill. 


Following upward of an hour’s 
debate, the action of the Senate 
committee on the mothers’ pension 
bill was rejected and the House 
provision for a separate board to 
be known as the Mothers’ Aid 
Board was substituted, an amend- 
ment by Senator McKellar, of Ten- 
nessee, meanwhile being accepted, 
under which the words ‘“appont- 
ments to the board shall be madg 
without discrimination as to sex, 
color, religion, or political affilia- 
tion,’’ were stricken out. 

Senator Wadsworth led the fight 
for adoption of the New York plan 
championed before the committees 
of Congress by Sophia Irene Loeb. 
He admitted that some of the peo- 
ple of Washington were opposed to 
this plan, but asserted he had re- 
ceived letters from many sincerely 
interested in the District’s welfare 
who believed the. welfare of moth- 
ers and their dependent children 
would best be provided for by a 
board operating independently of 
the general welfare organization. 

Chairman Capper of the District 
committee recounted how the whole 
subject had been carefully studied 
by the committee with the aid of 
experts; how the people had ap- 
peared before the committee and 
with a sentiment overwhelmingly 
favoring the administration of this 
work in accordance with the plan 
submitted by the committee, deter- 
minedly opposed outside interfer- 
ence. There never had been, he 
said, such unanimity of thought on 
any subject before the committee 
as was developed with respect to 
this bill, and the committee was 
united in believing the wishes of 
the people of Washington should be 
respected. Despite statements by 
Senator Wadsworth to the con- 
trary, -Chairman Capper declared 
there were only four States in the 
Union that have adopted the New 
York plan. 


Willis for Single Board. 


Senator Willis, of Ohio, plead 
for administration of mothers’ aid 
by a single board. Senator Bruce, 
of Maryland, was emphatic that 
the District committee had acted 
wisely. The controversy that has 
arisen, he declared, was caused by 
Sophia Irene Loeb ‘“afid a little 
handful of those following her,”’ 
who had set themselves up against 
the people of the District of Co- 
lumbia, who ought to be entitled 
to the privilege of running their 
own affairs. Miss Loeb’s idea; he 
said, was to get her plan adopted 
by Congress for the District so that 
she could parade it in the States 
as a model. 

“This little handful of New 
York enthusiasts want to impose 
their will upon the people of Wash- 
ington and I am opposed to that,’’ 
said the Maryland senator. 

Senator McKellar, of Tennessee, 
held to the view that the public 
welfare board already has enough 
to do, and by the time they get 
through with their many responsi- 
bilities will have no time to look 
after the mothers. Senator Brattan, 
of New Mexico, took a similar view, 
and Senator Sackett, of Kentucky, 
urged the committee’s bill. 


Want to Follow People's Will. 


Paying tribute to Chairman 
Capper, Senator King, of Utah, 
urged adoption of the committee 
bill. He declared there were some 
members of the Senate who have 
urged that the people of the Dis- 
trict ought to have more choice in 
their affairs, but who, in this par- 
ticular instance, *‘are not running 
true to form.’’ When the people of 
the District: have spoken on this 


subject unanimously as they did be-’ 


fore the committee, he said he did 
not think it right for the Senate to 
follow the senator from New York 
on this matter. So far as he was 
concerned, Senator King declared 
he preferred to be on the side of 
the people of the District. 

At the suggestion of Senator Cur- 
tis, and to conserve time, the bill 
was temporarily laid aside. 

At the outset it appeared that 
the traffic bill would go through 
without opposition. Senator King, 
of the District committee, proposed 
a number of amendments that had 
been agreed to in committee and 
which were agreed to in the Senate. 
The penalty for violation of the 
subdivision relating to operators’ 
permits was reduced from one 
year’s imprisonment to six months, 
but the $500 fine was unchanged.

Sees All-Night Parking Ban. 


Senator Kendrick, of Wyoming, 
said he thought there should be 
some check on speed, and attrib- 
uted all accidents to reckless driv- 
ing. Senator Jones, of New Mexico 
thought street cars ought to be re- 
quired to come to a stop or slow 
down before crossing intersections. 
Senator Dill, of Oregon, criticized 
a section which defined traffic, 
among other things, as including 
‘“nedestrians and animals of every 
in motion,’’ 
over which the director was given 
control. 

He expressed the fear this would 
give the director authority to inter- 
fere with all-night parking, as mo- 
tor vehicles ‘‘at rest’? might easily 
be construed ag those parked in 
front of the owner’s residence. He 
recalled that the director had at- 
tempted to ban all-night parking, 
and he did not want him given even 
the semblance of such authority. 
After some further discussion the 
words to which the Oregon senator 
objected were eliminated. 

Senator Blease, of South Carolina, 
criticized some of the provisions of 
the measure as too vague and in- 
definite. He. believed, he said, the 
director of traffic would attempt to 
exercise arbitrary power unless his 
authority was strictly defined; the 
director had attempted it before and 
would do it again, he insisted. 


Blease Holds Up Bill. 


“Is there any appeal provided in 
this bill from decisions of the di- 
rector of traffic,” Senator Blease 
finally asked. No one could find any 
such provisions save with respect to 
revocation of permits. 

“This bill don’t suit me, at all,” 
interjected the South Carolina sena- 
tor, “and I shall object to any vote 
being taken unless we have a quo- 
rum present.”’ 

As that, obviously, was impossible, 
the traffic bill, too, was laid on the 
shelf at the suggestion of Majority 
Leader Curtis. 

Senator King said that although 
he was anxious to see the traffic 
bill enacted and expected to aid in 
passing it before adjournment, he 
was not altogether satisfied with 
some of its provisions. He believ- 
ed the matter could be smoothed 
out before it was called up again. 

When the bill relating to the 
jurisdiction of the juvenile court 
was reached, the Utah senator said 
he had received a letter only yes- 
terday calling his attention to what 
the writer believed to be a material 
error. Not having had the oppor- 
tunity to inquire into it, Senator 
King asked that this measure also 
be laid aside temporarily, and this 
was done. It is believed that: all 
these bills are in such shape that 
can be passed when again 
called up. 


WOMAN'S PARTY ASKS 
STOP AT ITS BUILDING 


Says Users of Sightseeing 
Motorbuses Should Inspect 
Historic Spot. 


The National Woman’s Party yes- 
terday asked the public utilities 


commission to order a stop for 
sightseeing motorbuses in front of 
its building at 21-27 First street 
northeast.

‘The building and grounds of the 
organization are so closely identi- 
fied with the history of our govern- 
ment,’’ said the letter of the Wom- 
an’s Party, ‘‘that we believe all visi- 
tors to the city should have oppor- 
tunity to inspect them.

Some Typical Instances. 


As one who has seen the similar 
crimes committed by the soldiers 
while following the wars in Chihli, 
Shantung, Honan and in Manchuria 
over a period of six years, I suppose 
I have become somewhat calloused, 
having written of them over often 
and having witnessed sights that 
still live as burning aightmares. 
But a few instances of the outrages 
in and around Peking may serve as 
examples, leaving to the reader to 
imagine the details. 

There is, for one, the case of four) 
Russian mercenary soldiers on the 
broad thoroughfare known as Pig 
street, near the scene of the fair 
held every ten days and so widely 
attended by foreigners, and known 
as Lung Fu-Ssu. In possession of 
a commandeered car they seized 
from among the passersby five of 
the most refined and best dressed 
girls they could encounter, bound 
them with ropes to the car and con- 
veyed them to their camp outside 
the Chao Yang-Men, or East gate. 

In a village outside the Tung 


their homes, the girls and women 
subjected to almost continuous out- 
rage, and when not thus abused 
were kept bound to stakes in the 
courts of the houses. This also by 
White Russians. 


Official’s Daughter Seized. 


In the compound of a great for- 
eign oil company outside the Yung 
Ting Men, or south gate, where the 
Sixth Shantung division occupied 
all the houses, the commander of

Two res- 
cue societies were formed, one by 
non-Christian Chinese and known 
as the Swastika, the other by the 
Peking (Protestant) Missionary as- 
sociation. In the latter case com- 
mittees composed of one mission- 
ary, usually an American, and two 
Chinese Christians visited all the 
villages in the occupied area to res- 
cue what girls and women they 
could and to bury the dead hus- 
bands, fathers and brothers. 
Witnesses of Horrors. 


Notable among these workers, 
whose testimony in corroboration of 
my own in other sections is unim- 
peachable, are John D. Hayes, of 
the Presbyterian mission; Dr. 
George Wilder, of the American 
board mission, and Lucius Porter, 
of Yenching university. The Meth- 
odist mission can add more details, 
and likewise the agents of the 
Standard Oil Co., the Asiatic Pe- 
troleum Co. and the British-Amer- 
ican Tobacco Co., several of whom I 
accompanied to their occupied 
premises outside the walls in those 
trying two weeks. 

This much can be said in justifi- 
cation of the ruthless beheading and 
shooting that followed after Wang 
Hwai-Ching got on the job: The 
Shantung soldiery and the Russian 
mercenaries that accompanied them 
are the most savage, the most repre- 
hensible of any I have encoiintered 
in the eleven provinces I have vis- 
ited while reporting the wars, none 
of which has brought China any 
nearer to a solution of her prob- 
lem, but added to her impoverish- 
ment.

However, it might warrant the 
President in asking for the resigna- 
tion of the officer or removing him.

Another idea is suggested here.

the same day that an American 
mining engineer named: Gallagher 
was made prisoner. 

Details of Shanklin’s kidnaping, 
received by the embassy, say that 
he was taken prisoner by three 


armed bandits Tuesday morning 
while riding near the El Potrero 
sugar plantation in the state of 
Vera Cruz. The three bandits de- 
livered him to another band of nine 
men who carried him off. 

Briggs and Greely, whose capture 
was reported today, were emploved 
by a British company. The bandits 
attacked their oil camp on Wednes- 
day, burned several bridges leading 
to the place and retreated with 
federal troops in pursuit. 


Threaten to Kill Him. 


The bandits who captured 
Shanklin later sent a letter to 
Superintendent McClane, of the El 
Potrero sugar plantation, saying 
that Shanklin was safe but that 
20,000 pesos were necessary as a 
ransom. McLane sent a messenger 
Offering 3,000 pesos. When this 
was refused, McLane raised the 
amount to 5,000, but the bandits 
again refused to accept it. 

When the negotiations had 
reached this dealock the bandits 
sent a final message saying that they 
would kill Shanklin this evening 
unless they received the amount 
they demanded. 

Shanklin is a native of Amarillo, 
Tex., where his family resides. The 
E1 Portero property forms the sec- 
ond largest sugar plantation in Mex- 
ico. It is reported to be owned ‘by 
Mrs. Virginia King, of New York. 

The Mexican government has de- 
clared it is doing its utmost to 
rescue the five captured men. The 
British legation declined to say at 
present what action it will take 
regarding the attack on the Brit- 
ish oil camp at El Aguila, where 
Briggs and Greely were made ecap- 
tive.

Brady said he learned that Hart 
was making a key and planning to 
escape five weeks ago. Each day 
his cell was searched for the key. 
A careful watch was then piaced 
over him to determine which pris- 
oner he had taken into his confi- 
dence. 

Hart, investigation showed, talked 
to Fergus more than to any other 
prisoner in the shoe shop, where 
they were employed. Last Saturday 
Fergus’ clothing was searched, and 
a brass key, partly finished, was! 
found in his possession. Secreted in 
a box in his cell was a dagger made 
from a file, a brace and bit and a 
file used by the prisoner in filing 
the key. 

Hart had been in solitary confine- 
ment since his recapture in Chicago 
in December, 1924. He escaped from 
the institution with William Frank 
Tilson, who has never been appre- 
hended. 

The brass obtained by the prison- 
ers to fashion the key was gotten 
from an obsolete dynamo in the 
shoe shop.

SERIOUS SITUATION SEEN: 
IN REPORTS OF STATES 


President Feels There Is Too} 


Much Talk; Is Against 
Price Fixing.

Administration forces are mak-| § 


ing renewed efforts to bring about 
some sort of compromise agree- 
ment on a form of agricultural re- 
lief legislation. Conferences are be- 
ing held among Senate, House and 
administration leaders in an en- 
deavor to find some method of 
breaking the existing deadlock. In- 
formation concerning these confer- 
ences is withheld because it is real- 
ized that much of the seriousness of 
the present situation is due to too 
much ‘talking. 

The reports received from the 
agricultural States admittedly are 
very bad. The failure to agree on 


any farm relief legislation will 
mean, it is conceded, that there will 
he many new faces in the next 
Congress. 

Representative August H. Andre- 
xen, of Minnesota, yesterday talked 
the situation over with President 
Coolidge. On leaving he said he had 
made some suggestions regarding 
a possible solution of the farm sit- 
uation, and had told the President 
he was working out a bill which he 
thought might prove acceptable. 
While extremely reticent about his 
conversation with the executive 
Representative Andresen said he 
still was hopeful there would be 
farm relief before adjournment. He 
admitted that he had had it im- 
pressed on him that there has been 
too much talk about this legislation. 


Hopes for Modification, 


Mr. Andresen stated that. he per- 
sonally was hopeful the equaliza- 
tion feature of the defeated Haugen 
bill could eventually be modified 
along lines that would permit it be-| 
ing approved by Congress. He said 
he had come to the executive offices 
to get the President's viewpoint and 
that, while he had it, he did not 
feel authorized to make it public. 

Meanwhile the political angle is 
being emphasized.

Against Price Fixing. 


So far as the administration is 
concerned, it is stated on authority 
that President Coolidge stands be- 
hind his original suggestions for 
farm relief. He would accept the 
Tincher proposal, should it be de- 
cided to revive that plan, but prob- 
ably will not look with favor on 
anything which carries with it a 
price-fixing proposal. The Presi- 
dent has let it be Known that he 
will carefully analyze any legisla- 
tion sent to the White House, and 
will consider it on its merits regard- 
less of bis own personal viewpoint. 
Convinced that it is unwise, there 
is no doubt that the President 
would veto any bill, but it is au- 
thoritively stated that he will not 
prejudge any proposal, no matter 
what its character. 

The President is carefully watch- 
ing the legislative situation which 
is developing some _ troublesome 
problems. Senator Wadsworth has 
explained to him that there are 
quite a number of senators who 
would like to bring about an early 
adjournment. They do not look 
with particular favor on the bring- 
ing up of controversal matters and 
would like to have the French debt 
settlement passed over until next 
autumn. In this connection the 
position of the administration re- 
mains that when France acts, then 
this government is in duty bound 
to settle the matter. Should the 
French debt be taken up by the 
Senate final adjournment of Con- 
gress very probably will go back 
until some time in July.

New York Gives Prince

New York, May 27 (By A. P.).— 
The hearts of New Yorkers were 
captured without a struggle today 
in a friendly foreign invasion. 

The ‘‘invaders’’ were the Crown 
Prince Gustavus Adolphus and 
Crown Princess Louise of Sweden. 
They arrived to pay honor to Capt. 
John Ericsson, inventor of armor 
Plate and native of Sweden. 

The royal couple stepped on 
American soil for the first time at 
11:30. At 1a train whisked them 
away to Washington to attend the 
unveiling of Capt. Ericsson’s me- 
morial. 

The sun shone on Battery park 
and its crowd as the royal party 
landed. Twenty-one times the guns 
on Governors island boomed in sa- 
lute. A city tug in full dress 
scraped the dock. The royal couple 
appeared. The band struck up a 
march. 

From the roof of Whitehall 
building came a cheer, a spark to 
ready powder. The crowd explod- 
ed. Cheer followed cheer. The 
crowd fell in behind the royal party 
in automobiles and cheered its way 
up a Broadway banked with thou- 
sands of cheering beings, to whom 
the first ardor had been communi- 
cated. It stopped cheering when 
the crown prince and princess dis- 
appeared in city hall to receive the 
city’s welcoming scroll from the 
hands of Mayor James J. Walker. 

The crown prince greeted report- 
ers in English as he appeared 
aboard the S. §S. Gripsholm with 
the crown princess for his first in- 
terview ever given. 

The crown princess wore a 
beige cloche hat, coat and slippers 
of the same color.

Admission to the Suffrage 
Alliance May Come Up in 
Congress Monday. 


Paris, May 27 (By A. P.).—-With 
the issuance of a statement by Miss 
Belle Sherwin, president of the 
American League of Women Voters 
today it became practically certain 
that the question of admitting the 
national women’s party to member- 
ship in the International Woman 
Suffrage Alliance must be decided 
by the congress of that organization 
on Monday.

Impeachment of several Federal 
officers in Pittsburgh, including 
District Attorney John D. Meyer, 
was asked in a petition presented 
to the House yesterday by George 
G. Ross, of Pittsburgh. 

Pittsburgh, May 27 (By A. P.). 
United States District Attorney 
John D. Meyer of the Western 
Pennsylvania region, commenting 
late today on an impeachment peti- 
tion entered against him at Wash- 
ington, said that the case in ques- 
tion, Government vs. Glazer, was 
discontinued December 1, 1925, be- 
cause of insufficient evidence to ob- 
tain a conviction. 

The case, he said, was handled 
by former Assistant District Attor- 
ney Frederick C. McCutcheon, who 
resigned January 1. Meyer added 
that his assistant’s resignation ‘‘was 
against my wishes.” McCutcheon 
also was named in the impeach- 
ment petition. 

Records here show that Glazer, 
known under several aliases, was 
arrested May 7, 1925, charged with 
representing himself to those who 
signed the impeachment petition, as 
a special agent of the intelligence 
unit, Department of Justice. The 
petitioners charged that he attempt- 
ed to have them sign releases as 
heirs-at-law in the estate of John 
Ross, Philadelphia. The estate, it

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THE PAROLE SYSTEM. 


Chicago has discovered the cause of the 
many murders and gang wars in that city. 
They are the result of the parole system, under 
which many criminals are permitted to roam 
at large. At any rate this is the conclusion 
of two grand juries, one in Chicago and the 
other in Joliet. The wholesale delivery of con- 
victs under the parole system, it is held, has 
been stimulated by money and political pres- 
sure, and the recommendation is made that 
the present members of the parole board be 
removed. 

The Joliet grand jury found that the ‘‘con- 
ditions in Illinois penitentiaries are a disgrace 
to the State and a menace to the people.’’ The 
report of the jury says further that prisoners 
are continually plotting escapes, viciously im- 
moral and unreformed, and unrepentant in 
Many of them are defective 
in mind and unhealthy in body, and a menace 
when réleased. This class of incorrigibles, it 
is charged, dominates the prison, other prison- 
ers and the guards. Men who want to be hon- 
est, moral and industrious are bullied and in- 
timidated.

ASQUITH AND LLOYD GEORGE. 

The once great liberal party of Britain 
has been for some years past in evil case. Its 
power and influence have dwindled, until now 
it is so little more than a shadow of its former 
self that the absorption of what is left of it, 
partly by the laborites and partly by the con- 
servatives, has become a matter of free and 
almost daily speculation. To this disintegra- 
tion various causes have contributed, but one 
of the greatest is undoubtedly the internecine 
conflict that bas been going on within its own 
ranks. 

No acute powers of observation were needed 
to discern that thero was a feud between its 
two chief men, Asquith and Lloyd George. 
Ambition, that last infirmity of noble mind, as 
Milton called it, lay at the bottom of the 
quarrel, Hach aspired to be leader. Fortune 
at first favored Asquith, and he became prime 
minister and held that high office for some 
eight years of liberal rule. Then came the 
great war, with Asquith still in the saddle, but, 
when things were going badly for Britain, he 
was displaced, and the coveted position was 
bestowed on Lloyd George as the head of a 
coalition administration. From that time for- 
ward the liberal party was openly split into 
two factions, the Asquithians and the Georgi- 
ans, and much bitterness was generated. In 
1923, when a general election was s iddenly 
precipitated on the question of protection ver- 
sus free trade, it became necessary to present 
a united front to the enemy, and a truce was

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EXECUTIVE ORDERS. 

The flurry over President Coolidge’s execu- 
tive order, authorizing State, county and 
municipal officers to act as Federal prohibi- 
tion agents, should serve at least one good 
purpose. It should cause officials in the Fed- 
eral service to think twice before asking the 
President for an executive order. It has long 
been more or less a common practice, when it 
is found that a certain objective could not be 
reached by law or through the civil service 
rules, to request an executive order. Often 
such suggestions have not been carefully con- 
sidered by those making the requests, and the 
President is usually right when he declines to 
issue an order. 

The practice of recommending executive 
orders is an imposition on the President, and 
should be abandoned. Only in extraordinary 
emergencies is an executive order necessary. 
Such orders add to exceptions and precedents, 
which may sooner or later prove embarrassing.

The need of simplicity in weights 
and measures was stressed by Sex 
retary of Commerce Hoover at the 
nineteenth national conference on 
weights and measures at the bureau 
of standards yesterday. 

The rapidly growing complexity 
of the everyday transactions of life, 
Secretary Hoover said, presents 
simplification as a. new problem 
facing weights and measures offi- 
cials. 

Simplicity, he said, is needed in 
order to prevent waste both in 
transportation and material. He 
declared tittt- it is necessary if ac 
curacy is to be had, and in order 
that standards of living shall he 
maintained in the face of a rapidiv 
increasing population. 

Secretary Hoover praised the 
work of the weights and measures 
officials, declaring that he believed 
in the work as ‘“‘one of the impor- 
tant departments of

He then cited 
the procedure of mustering the 
army of nurses. 

The model school of nursing waa 
described by Miss Noyes. Fre- 
quently a student nurse receives a 
maximum amount of surgical train- 
ing and a minimum amount of ex- 
perience in other services, which 
she should know. However, a thor- 
ough surgical training is essential, 
she said. In telling of the model 
school, Miss Noyes. stressed the 
practice and teaching fields, condi- 
tion of life and work and the hours 
of duty for a student and the staff 
of instructors and supervisors.

Counsel Claims One of Jurors 
in Prize Fight Case Is 
Klansman. 


Frank Dane, president of the
